A  unique  Family  Health  Educ- 
tion effort  is  underway  for  north- 
ern Koolau  residents  who  are  un- 
der doctor's  care  for  diabetes, 
hypertension,  heart  disease,  and 
impetigo.  The  Family  Health 
Education  Program  is  a  means  r;  • 
encouraging  preventive  care  and 
health  maintenance.  According  to 
Vivian  Zane,  director,  "We  ne^d 
to  get  people  away  from  a  crisis 
orientation,  or  waiting  un.'ii 
problems  are  severe  before  seeing 
a  physician. 

Patients  who  come  under  these 
four  diagnoses  are  referred  to 
the  project  staff  by  their  phy- 
sician, public  health  nurse,  or 
dentist.  The  project  is  limited 
to  the  four  problems  because  of 
the  need  for  intensive  rather  than 
extensive  education.  These  ill- 
nesses can  be  controlled  and  min- 
imized by  the  patient  who  follows 
his   physician's   instructions. 

Once  referred  to  the  program, 
Kahukuans  are  seen  by  Lorraine 
Freitas,  RN.  Working  with  t.'^e 
physician,  she  offers  individual 
instruction  for  patients  and  thoi  - 
families.

KNOW  THE  PROCEDURES 

For  this  issue  of  the  Know  the 
Procedures  we  will  cover  Article 
II  of  the  Code  of  By-Laws. 

Article  II  DIRECTORS 

1.  Number  and  Qualifications 
There  shall  be  fifteen  members 

who  shall  serve  for  two  years. Tie 
stockholder  shall  elect  eight 
directors  and  seven  directors  at 
alternate  annual  meetings  to 
create  a   staggered   terms   of 

Directors  need  not  be  stock- 
holders. 

2.  Vacancies 

Vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors may  be  filled  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  directors. 

Stockholders  may  at  any  spec- 
ial meeting  fill  a  vacancy. 

3.  Removal 

The  stockholders  of  the  corpcas- 
ation  may  remove  any  director  fium 
office  without  cause  at  any  spe- 
cial meeting. 

4.  Quorum  and  Vote 

A  majority  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Each  director  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote. 

5.  Meetings 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
hold  a  .  meeting  immediately 
following  the  annual  meeting  ci 
the  stockholders.  Other  meetings 
may  be  held  at  such  time  as  the 
business  of  the  corporation  shall 
require.

MORE    ABOT    THE    SUGAR    MILL 


A  major  expansion  of  the  specialty  shopping  complex  was  announced  by 
Blackfield  Hawaii  Corporation.  The  expansion  includes  an  elaborate 
musuem  and  exhibit  area,  a  film  presentation  featuring  rare  film  foot- 
age of  the  Mill's  operation,  and  a  guided,  walking  tour  of  the  entire  mill. 

The  originally  planned  summer  opening  has  been  moved  to  November  1, 
1975  as   a  result  of  the  company's  plans  to  expand  the  shopping  complex 
to  a  major  tourist  attraction.   There   are  plans  for  60,000  square  feet 
of  specialty  shops,   restaurants,   and  fast  food  facilities. 

"We  have  retained  the  services  of  Island  Heritage,  publishers  of  the 
book  "The  Hawaiians"  headed  by  Robert  Goodman,  to  serve  as  consultants. 
They  are  now  preparing  a  complete  history  of  the  Mill,  which  will  be 
published  in  book  form  in  the  fall,"  stated  Alan  C.  Beall,  President  of 
Blackfield  Hawaii. 

Noted  Hawaiian  sculptor  Ed  "Mic  j"  Brownlee  has  been  contracted  to 
assist  in  the  interior  designing.  Bob  Liljenwall  and  Roily  Crump,  both 
formerly  of  Walt  Disney  Productions,  will  supervise  the  over-all  ins- 
tallation and  design  of   the   tour  and  show  areas.

KNOW  THE  PROCEDURES 

Many  times  o-  r  people  are  not  aware  of 
procedures  set  forth  by  the  directors  or 
manager,  and  we  have  problems  meeting 
their  requests,  We  hope  this  will  help 
you  better  understand  the  procedures. 

REQUESTS: 

A.  Repair  Requests  —  All  repair  re- 
quests (plumbing  or  electrical)  will  be 
reported  to  the  office.  Make  sure  you 
report  in  details  the  extent  of  your  re- 
quest, also  giving  your  house  number  and 
camp.  All  emergency  repairs  after  work- 
ing hours  will  be  reported  to  the  manager. 
NOTE:   The  calling  of  the  maintenance  man 
or  any  other  employee  of  the  corporation 
will  only  delay  your  request. 

B.  Request  for  Cesspool  Pumping  — 
All  requests  for  cesspool  pumping  should 
be  made  through  the  Housing  Corporation 
office.   This  procedure  will  also  tell  us 
the  areas  that  we  are  having  this  kind  of 
problem.  Your  cooperation  on  this  matter 
is  important  to  us.  We  also  ask  that  you 
report  to  us  when  the  C&C  people  pumped 
your  cesspool.  This  will  become  record 
for  the  corporation. 

C.  Request  for  Use  of  Corporation 
Equipment  —  This  includes  mobile  equip- 
ment, chairs,  tools,  or  any  other  prop- 
erty that  belongs  to  the  Housing  Corpor- 
ation. The  requirement  is  that  you  make 
a  written  request  at  least  2  days  prior 
to  the  day  that  you  want  it  for.  The 
form  will  be  furnished  by  the  office,  and 
after  completed,  be  forwarded  to  the 
manager  for  approval  or  denial.  You 
should  call  the  office  to  find  out  whether 
your  request  was  approved  or  denied. 

D.  Request  for  Use  of  Community  Club 
House  —  This  request  has  to  be  made  in 
writing  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the 
time  you  plan  to  use  it.   I  would  sug- 
gest that  you  check  to  see  if  the  build- 
ing is  available  for  that  date.  If  the 
date  is  open,  then  apply.  Again,  check 
at  a  later  date  to  see  if  your  request 
was  approved. 

E.  Request  for  Bulky  Items  Pick-Up  — 
All  requests  for  bulky  items  pick-up 
should  be  made  not  later  than  the  last 
Friday  of  each  month. 

P.   Request  for  Roofing  Materials  — 
Roofing  paper  will  be  furnished  by  the 
Corporation  on  a  limited  amount  basis. 
We  will  consider  all  requests  and  make 
inspection  before  purchasing  the  mater- 
ial. For  spot  leaks,  we  suggest  that 
you  try  to  patch  or  paste  the  area. 

***These  procedures  are  at  present  in  ef- 
fect, but  can  be  changed  at  a  later  date 
by  the  directors  or  the  manager. 

****Copies  of  these  procedures  and/or 
policies  are  on  file  at  the  KHC  office. 


VATER  SHUT  POY/N  PROCEDURE 

^Tien  v.o  know  that  there  is  a  break  in 
our  main  domestic  water  system  and  that 
we  will  shut  down  the  system,  ihe  fol- 
lowing are  the  procedures  we  follow: 

1)  Determine  when  the  system  will  be 
shut  down. 

2)  Maintenance  crew  prepare  for  repair. 

3)  Inform  fire  station,  hospital,  din 
ics,  school,  commercial  people,  and 
tenants.   NOTE:  We  ask  thu.t  to  help  us 
speed  up  the  informing  of  water  tura-of ' 
to  all  concerned,  that  you  NOT  call  the 
office  about  this  situation.  We  have 
246  homes  to  make  calls  to,  including 
the  above  mentioned  people. 

4)  Determination  of  "When  pau?"  is 
questionable  until  we  shut  down,  dig  t1 
area,  pump  out  excess  water,  and  see  t 
extent  of  the  breakage.  The  fire  de- 
partment is  then  notified  as  to  the 
"When  pau?"  time, 

5)  Repair  is  then  made. 

6)  Fire  hydrants  throughout  the  village 
are  opened  to  release  the  air  in  the 
system.  NOTE:  We  have  been  having  pro 
blems  with  people  closing  the  hydrant 
while  we  are  trying  to  bleed  the  syster. 
and  restore  the  water.  The  closing  of 
the  hydrants  while  we  are  trying  to 
restore  water  can  result  in  another 
breakage . 

7)  Check  for  leak  at  repair  site. 

RUBBISH  DUMP -TEMPORARILY  CLOSED 

We  are  seeking  another  area  to  be 
used  as  our  community  rubbish  dump. 

Our  present  dump  site  will  be  turnc 
over  to  the  State  for  a  bird  refuge 
area. 

We  are  presently  trying  to  minimize 
the  dump  so  as  to  clean  up  the  place. 

Being  that  most  of  the  area  around 
our  present  dump  will  be  used  in  the 
future,  we  are  proposing  to  go  mauka, 
between  the  coral  pit  and  Cross  Hill. 
This  area  has  to  be  cleaned  and  secure, 
before  we  put  it  to  use. 

For  the  meantime,  the  present  dump 
will  be  opened  on  Saturdays  from  8:00  A 
to  12:00  noon. 

POTTED  PLANTS  "DISAPPEARING" 

For  the  past  several  weeks,  we  have 
had  reports  of  missing  plants  from  our 
people.  They  disappear  during  the  day 
time  hours. . 

We  are  trying  to  police  the  village 
but  we  find  it  almost  impossible  to 
catch  the  people  that  are  taking  potte 
plants. 

Your  guess  is  as  good  as  mine  as  to 
what  they  do  with  these  potted  plants 

We  ask  that  if  you  see  any  suspi- 
cious character  in  the  village,  call 
HPD  or  KHC  to  investigate  immediately^
